Johnson and the Rubicon 


OS ANGELES — During the long 
nicht hours after midnight on that fateful 
Wednesday evening when John F. Ken- 
ne. !y became the Democratic nominee for 
President of the United States, there was 
no’ in evidence that post-climactic release 
from political tensions which is common 
to such occasions. Instead, the mood 
h oughout the city, in its divers political

haunts, was one of uncertainty and mis- 
gi: ing, as if some hypnotic spell had been 
broken, and had left many of those, who 
hid been mesmerized, with a sense of 
troubled wonder as to what, indeed, they 
had done. 


it had already been apparent to ex- 
erienced political observers that the Ken- 
1edy drive toward the nomination had 
n singularly lacking in the warmth and 
enthusiasm that are customarily generated 
) such successful campaigns. It had been 

isciplined machine, expensively created 
and manned with cool professional effi- 
ciency, and it had been moved relentlessly 
along until it developed into a juggernaut 
at the precisely appointed time. It was a 
strange spectacle, at least to those who 
could escape to some perspective from 
which to view it. It conveyed the distinct

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impression that rarely in our political his- 
tory has a candidate been so strongly sup- 
ported by so many people who were not 
really for him. 


But now throughout the city there was 
the awareness of defeat, but not of sur- 
render. With the juggernaut stilled, the 
voices of rebellion could be heard, particu- 
larly from an embattled South that had 
been exposed to humiliation time and 
avain, first by a platform repugnant to its 
conscience and now by a candidate dis- 
l.inful of its proud traditions in the party. 
(he sounds of protest became a caco- 
phony, and not the least stentorian were 
those of the Texans. The statement was 
lreely uttered by many delegates from 
miny States that the session had accom- 
it had 


- 


p shed two results at one time: 
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nominated Mr. Kennedy and had elected 
Mr. Nixon. 

A situation unfamiliar to American poli- 
tics evolved during those crucial hours. A 
South accustomed to being scorned by 
both political parties began to be cogni- 
zent of a new experience: it might now 
hold the balance of power in November. 
With Kennedy and Nixon likely to be 
locked in a close and bitter struggle across 
the Northern tier of States, a South at 
last in doubt could emerge as the decisive 
battleground, particularly when the area 
encompassed Texas’ important bloc of 
electoral votes as well. A South in political 
rags was suddenly clothed in splendor. 

Thus it was that the triumphant candi- 
date of the night before became the wor- 
ried nominee of the morning after. He 
lost no time in seeking an audience with 
his erstwhile principal rival, and was re- 
ceived at the latter’s apartment. A familiar 
political slogan had all of a sudden exerted 
a strong appeal to him: All the Way With 
LBJ. 

The sequence of events during the sev- 
eral hours thereafter that resulted in the 
formation of the Kennedy-Johnson ticket, 
and in the usual emanation of the scented 
aura of party unity and mutual affection 
and esteem, constitutes a fascinating com- 
mentary on the mores of American poli- 
tics. Whatever may have been written or 
said to the contrary, and irrespective of 
the enthusiasms he has since publicly ex- 
pressed, Lyndon B. Johnson was more 
than reluctant to yield to the insistence 
that he become the vice presidential nom- 
inee. To surrender his position as Majority 





Leader of the Senate — a post of enor- 
mous power which he occupies with such 
consummate skill and unparalleled effec- 
tiveness — was an exorbitant price to pay. 
And it is reasonable to assert also, despite 
the denials he may now feel disposed to 
utter, that he was deeply troubled by the 
obligation to embrace a candidate un- 


popular with many of his friends, and a 
platform offensive to most of his people. 

Then why indeed, if this be true, did he 
cross his Rubicon? So inexorable are the 
forces of practical politics that he was 
soon left with little freedom of choice. 
The invitation extended personally by 
Senator Kennedy was reinforced and sup- 
plemented by mounting pressures from 
political leaders in many parts of the 
country. He was soon maneuvered into a 
position from which he could not extricate 
himself without appearing to rebuff his 
party and to imperil the political fortunes 
of Congressional candidates across the 
land who frequently triumph or fall de- 
pending on the strength of the ticket at 
the top. 

It is historically true in American 
politics that a winning national ticket will 
carry into office a plurality of its Congres- 
sional candidates, and it is by no means 
certain that the House of Representatives 
will remain Democratic, despite its present 
division, if the Nixon ticket should win in 
November. So what would be said of 
Johnson’s acknowledged leadership of the 
party if he contrived the defeat of a num-

ber of his friends by refusing to respond 
to the entreaties that he commit his own 
strength to the cause of a common victory? 

Only in practical politics can be found 
such incompatibilities in temperament and 
conviction as are suggested by the combi- 
nation of Kennedy and Johnson, yet such 
anomalies are more common than we are 
frequently wont to recall. Whether this 
particular tandem constitutes the formula 
for victory in November no one yet can 
say, but it does seem evident that the 
Johnson candidacy has fortified the ticket 
with a strength and a substance that it 
otherwise could not have possessed. It 
would perhaps be unwarrantable to regard 
Senator Kennedy as a coattail candidate, 
but there will be times during the arduous 
campaigning ahead when the maturity and 
statesmanship of his runningmate will 
dominate the political scene, as indeed it 
should in these perilous times.

Sometimes you have been drafted for the leadership job in Dallas’ 
great civic efforts. Often, you have been a worker in the ranks. We are all 
conscious of your leadership as President of the Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce, as President of the State Fair of Texas, and as Mayor of the City of 
Dallas. We are equally grateful for all the times you have walked the streets 
raising money for civic causes, for all the time you have spent in effective 
committee work, and for the endless hours you have devoted to “figuring 
things out” to get a job done for Dallas. 





As you approach this eightieth milestone, you have already become 
a living legend, a symbol of constructive citizenship, and a challenge to 
present and future generations of Dallasites. It is gratifying to us, your 
fellow-Dallasites, that your enthusiasm is un-dimmed, your confidence in 
the future of your town is unwavering, and your outlook is still youthful. 
Even now, we know, you are thinking ahead to the other things you can do 
for Dallas when you complete your Mayor’s job. For our part, we look 
forward to many more years of your dreaming and working to make Dallas 
a greater and a finer community.

Aviation Success 
Story in Dallas 


Redbird Airport represents one of the 
great success stories of general aviation in 
Dallas. 

At the end of World War II, it became 
apparent that the rapid growth of Dallas, 
both as a commercial and general avia- 
tion center, called for another municipal 
airport, designed especially for general 
aviation. At the same time, the City of 
Dallas realized its duty to support airport 
facilities to the southern area of the City. 











The result was Redbird Airport, estab- 
lished by the City of Dallas as a “second” 
airport designed especially for private and 
business-owned aircraft. The airport, lo- 
cated on a 1200-acre tract seven miles 
south of downtown Dallas, has two paved 
and lighted runways and paved taxiways. 

The new airport was immediately ac- 
cepted by the air-minded citizens of 
Dallas, and its Oak Cliff location, quickly 
accessible to the downtown area on U.S. 
Highway 67 was applauded. Its growth 
since has been steady. 

Latest testimony to this growth is the 
handsome new administration building, 
constructed by the City at a cost of over 
$125,000 and just dedicated last month. 
Of contemporary design, the building will 
provide necessary services for the grow- 
ing needs of Redbird. 


A control tower is now being added to 
the facilities at Redbird. As a part of its 
program, the Federal Aviation Agency 
regularly conducts surveys to determine

control tower needs. The Agency’s strict 
criteria have been met by Redbird’s 
steadily increasing volume of traffic. The 
City will construct the tower, and it will 
be manned by the FAA. 

Redbird today is the home base for 
some 200 aircraft, with approximately 
50% of these being owned by and used 
entirely for business. Many of the others 
double both as business and pleasure craft. 

The field handles approximately 28,000 
itinerant aircraft movements annually, in 
addition to approximately 35,000 local 
movements. 

Some 150 persons are employed by the 
various organizations at the field, with a 
payroll of approximately $850,000 an- 
nually. 

The City’s total capital investment in 
Redbird is now over $3% million, with 
recent additions other than the new admin- 
istration building consisting of a $67,000 
parking area for automobiles, an $82,000 
entrance road and land purchases of 
$55,000. 

A particular advantage of Redbird to 
Dallas is the airport frontage it makes

available for prospective new industry to 
Dallas. Some 400 feet of concrete apron 
is now available. 

In addition to lease fees, the City also 
receives a percentage of all money taken 
in on gasoline sales. Last year’s total in- 
come for the field was $17,703, according 
to George Coker, city aviation director. 

Redbird’s location on U.S. 67, soon to 
become an expressway, and its excellent 
facilities — runways are 4,450 and 3,800 
feet long — make it ideally suited for the 
needs of general aviation. 

Located at Redbird is Executive Air- 
craft Service, one of the best known air- 
craft installation centers in the United 
State. Companies from throughout the 
nation send planes to Redbird for custom 
work done by Executive Aircraft. Among 
regular customers are Dow Chemical, 
Procter & Gamble, Standard Oil (N.J.), 
Gulf Oil, Texaco, United Gas and many 
others. 

Executive Aircraft, largest firm at Red- 
bird, designs and custom tailors complete 
interiors and electronic systems for over-

Adding another unique feature to its 
unusual three-year record of successful 
private operation, is a $90,000 control 
tower now under construction at Addison 
Airport. When this tower becomes opera- 
tive at Addison, it will be the third private 
airport in the United States authorized to 
operate its own control tower. 

Only two other private control towers 
are now operative in the entire nation. One 
serves United Air Lines at Reno and the 
other serves the Lockheed Air Terminal 
at Burbank. During the last six months of 
1959, Addison averaged 8,000 monthly 
landings and take-offs. The new tower will 
meet the needs of an estimated 100,000 
operation in 1960 and a projected 120,000 
annual operations for 1962. 

Addison’s most unique feature is pure 
private enterprise. Not one nickel of fed- 
eral, state, county or municipal funds is 
invested in this exclusive business and gen- 
eral aviation airport. Now the largest 
private airport in the nation, the growth 
of Addison points up the position of Dallas

in business aviation and the foresight of 
the men who projected and built this air- 
port. 

Addison was conceived some four years 
ago by a group of air-minded Dallas busi- 
nessmen including W. D. De Sanders, John 
D. Murchison, John S. Brown, James I. 
DeLoache, W. T. Overton and Toddie Lee 
Wynne Jr. They were convinced that a 
private airport, strictly for business and 


aviation use, could make money and was 
as good an investment as a shopping center 
or housing development. 

Addison has made money — and from 
a long-term viewpoint is only in the pri- 
mary stage of its development. As of the 
beginning of 1960, Addison represented a 
total invesmtent of $4,206,000, all pri- 
vate capital, with 179 airplanes based on 
Addison representing an additional total 
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total value of approximately $7 million. 
These included 60 multi-engined craft in- 
cluding Convairs and DC-3’s. In addition 
to the new control tower, six large hangars 
and 16 small hangars are being built at 
Addison to meet demand for hangar 
space. The entire development includes 
400 acres, approximately half of which 
has been developed. 


Based on Addison are such firms as 
Brown Aero Corporation, distributors for 
Aero Commander; Dal-Tex Aviation, 
Cessna; Web Thomas with Piper; and J. 
R. Gray, Beechcraft sales. Alpha Corpo- 
ration also maintains a large modification 
center on the field, and Texas Instruments 
has facilities. Delhi-Taylor Oil Company 
and the Murchison group maintain large 
facilities. Other firms include Riteway 
Airmotive, Lone Star Aviation, and Preci- 
sion Flight. The dozen-odd companies 
based at Addison employ more than 300 
people with an annual payroll in excess 
of $1% million. 


The major service factor in Addison’s 
success is best expressed by Addison Air- 
port Manager Henry Stewart: “When a 
man puts twenty thousand to a hundred 
thousand dollars plus into an airplane, he’s 
not flying for entertainment. He’s in a 
hurry. Addison has been tailored in loca- 
tion, service and facilities to cut its cus- 
tomers ground time as close to absolute 
Zero as possible.” 
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Traffic Control Tower at Addison is now under 
construction. It was designed by Charles B. 
Witchell, architect, with Homer A. Hunter Asso- 
ciates, acting as the consulting engineers.

Addison was located to serve the busi- 
ness plane owners who work and live in 
the northern half of Dallas. The zero- 
groundtime motif is carried out in some 
clever operational techniques developed 
by Stewart. Gas trucks have two-way 
radio and cash boxes. Transient pilots 
can stop on the outer ramp at Addison

for refueling and be off in a matter of 
minutes. Routine detail on procedures for 
each plane is carded and handled auto- 
matically. An owner or pilot can call 
Addison and give his departure time. 
When he arrives at the airport, his plane 
will be on the ramp ready for take-off. 
When he returns, special instructions only 
are necessary when he leaves his plane. 
The aim of Addison service, according 


Brown Aero Corporation, a large inte- 
grated sales and service facility for the 
Aero Commander. Providing “executive 
mobility” is the function of this organiza- 
tion, according to John S. Brown, who is 
also one of the financial partners in Addi- 
son Airport.

hum of private business and aviation at Dallas Love Field. 


But at the city’s biggest airport, where commercial aviation 
admittedly is the biggest customer, general aviation assumes a 
different personality than it wears at the city’s other fields. 
Here it is not the private and Sunday flyer who crowds the 
runways. Nor do you see the learning airman puttering around 
in his Cub. 

In the words of Lew Enochs, the Federal Aviation Agency’s 
Love Field Control Tower chief, the general aviation pilot at 
Love Field is: 


“.. usually a corporate pilot who is a better than average 
flyer. He’s used to operating at a high density field and his 
company usually has given him extensive training. We don’t get 
many pilots in the just-past-licensing category.” 

These experienced pilots, in airplanes ranging from single- 
engined, 2-seater Cessna 140s to twin-engined, roomy and plush 
conversions of DC-3 airliners, come to Love Field for the ex- 
cellent and big league facilities it offers. And they bring their 
dollars with them. 

Thus, business flying, corporate flying — bread and butter 
of the dozen or so aviation firms ringing Love Field — is big 
business. 

Big enough to support 1,300 employes on an estimated 
$5,000,000 annual payroll, says City Aviation Director George 
Coker of the firms serving business and corporate flying. 

And his records show that companies serving this phase of 
Love Field aviation have invested about $6,500,000 in buildings 
and facilities to compete for the lucrative business. Business 
flying brought $51,512 to the city from use fees in 1959 — 
easily doubling the city’s income from the same source of $22,- 
749 just 10 years previous in 1949. This increase occurred be- 
cause of the jump in the number of non-commercial planes 
using Love Field: from 70,444 in 1949 to 100,213 in 1959. 

What attracts this bustling aviation to Love Field? 

First, the airport’s physical facilities. There are excellent 
runways, the longest stretching 7,761 feet — plenty of room

for the biggest of the corporate aircraft. The equipment-packed 
FAA control tower, geared to round-the-clock service to the 
big commercial airliners, includes newly modified ASR-2 sur- 
veillance radar and will soon include one of the few Precision 
Approach Radar systems in the nation. All this equipment is 
highly compatible to the well-equipped corporate airplanes. 

Second are the aviation industries and facilities around Love 
Field. 

For example, there is Southwest Airmotive, nationally known 
for sales and service, J. R. Gray Company, Dallas Aero Serv- 
ice, Henry Seale Aviation, Associated Radio, Air Associates 
and an impressive list of other highly capable firms. All com- 
bine to attract general aviation aircraft from all parts of the 
country and even from other nations. 

The growth of Southwest Airmotive is typical of the budding 
firms around Love Field. Started in 1932, Southwest has be- 
come one of the largest service organizations in aviation. Its 
$2% million business flying terminal hangars, shops and sales 
area provide the pilot and plane owner with flight operations 
and mechanical facilities second to none in the nation. 

Southwest Airmotive is one of three national distributors for 
the Grumman Gulfstream turbo-prop executive transport. It 
also Operates an airplane charter, rental and lease service for 
Dallas executives and sportsmen using new Cessnas. 

J. R. Gray Company is another Love Field leader in business 
aircraft sales and service. This firm has been in the top ten 
Beechcraft distributors in sales during the past ten years run- 
ning over a $1 million each of these years. They also have 
sales offices at Addison and are Beechcraft distributors for 
North Texas. Their Love Field facilities cover over 21,300 
square feet. Under the direction of D. A. Cody, their mainte- 
nance department is one of the most complete on the field. 

J. R. Gray operates under two company names: J. R. Gray 
Company, Inc., Beechcraft sales and Gray Aircraft Service 
Company, Inc., maintenance. 

Dallas Aero Service with an average employment of 231, 
is One of the major service and modification centers on the field. 
This firm takes over every phase of business aircraft modifi-

E-18’s and D-18-S Beech executive aircraft. This firm buys 
Pratt & Whitney parts from the U. S. Government and over 
the world. Two years ago, Henry Seale shipped in 80 tons 
of new parts from Britain and Europe. 

Mustang Aviation, Inc., is the only representative in Dallas 
of National Air Taxi Conference, Inc., a network of qualified 
air taxi operators who work with scheduled airplanes and 
interchange and provide service to communities not served by 
scheduled carriers. J. O. “Toots” Womack, a veteran of 30 years 
in aviation is owner of Mustang Aviation. He is also a dis- 
tributor for Mooney Aircraft, parts and gas service and has 
an air ambulance service. 

Associated Radio Co. is another important Love Field service 
organization. Specializing in electronic service for business 
aircraft, Associated Radio has 47 employees and is now the 
largest firm of its type in the nation. It has facilities on the 
north side of Love Field, at Southwest Airmotive and at Addi- 
son Airport. 
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Business aircraft from all parts of Western Hemisphere are 
attracted to Love Field by Southwest Airmotive service facilities

The flying businessman can be in down- 
town Dallas about 15 minutes after his airplane touches Love 
Field runways. And the spreading industrial districts are even 
closer. 

These three points assure the future of Love Field as a busi- 
ness and corporate aviation hub, says Aviation Director Coker. 

“We don’t anticipate spectacular growth in this area,” he 
notes, “but our facilities definitely will continue to attract a 
significant and growing portion of business and corporate 
flying.” 

As of July 11 there were 174 private aircraft based at Love 
Field. FAA figures show this included 16 single-engined, less 
than 4-passenger aircraft; 71 single-engined more than 4 passen- 
ger aircraft and 87 multi-engined aircraft — all in business, 
private and corporate flying. 

“This is an important percentage of Dallas’ general aviation 
picture,” says Coker, “We feel these planes are based at Love 
Field because of the many advantages the field offers.”

Engine overhaul and the mass servicing 
of engines and other equipment for the 
military and commercial airlines is an- 
other fast-growing facet of the Dallas 
aviation industry in the Jet Age. The ex- 
pansion of Southwest Airmotive into this 
field during the past few years has been a 
significant development and the addition 
of Rolls-Royce turbo jet to the Dallas Air- 
motive Inc. overhaul schedule is another 
milestone in Dallas’ industrial service 
expansion. 

July 10 marked the fifth anniversary of 
a remarkably successful “calculated 
gamble” by Southwest Airmotive that has 
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parlayed the firm into a front-running po- 
sition among America’s jet age service 
organizations. 

Because it dared bid on the first U. S. 
Air Force jet engine overhaul contract ever 
to be opened to non-manufacturers, and 
as the winner penetrated a specialized serv- 
ice area in which there were no exact 
precedents, Southwest Airmotive today has 
a full five year head-start on its com- 
petitors. 

Utilizing $5 million in buildings, with 
350,000 sq. ft. of floor space, and more 
than $4 million in specialized equipment, 
the company has geared itself throughout

Since 1955, Southwest Airmotive has 
overhauled and delivered to the Air Force 
and to the Navy nearly 9,000 powerplants 
for jet trainers, missiles, and combat in- 
terceptors, and continues as these Services’ 
sole source for the overhaul of Allison J- 
33 and J-35 jet engines. 

Because of its backlog in experience, its 

investment in specialized equipment, and 
its high production volume, Southwest Air- 
motive has been selected for the regular 
overhaul of the great Pratt & Whitney JT- 
4 engines powering the jet airliners of 
three of the nation’s best-known commer- 
cial airlines. 
Inc. overhauls all

An address by J. Erik Jonsson de- 
livered before the Salesmanship Club 
of Dallas on June 7, 1960. 


The business future of Dallas is some- 
thing which concerns all of us. Society gets 
so darned interdependent, in the economic 
health sense, that you can’t consider the 
whole without taking the parts and looking 
at what one does to the other. What hap- 
pens to our business community tomorrow 
inevitably affects the way in which each 
of us makes a living, the kind of living we 
make, and the kind of living it’s going to 
be next year and the year after. 

This personal financial stake is our pri- 
mary concern with the business future of 
Dallas, but we also have an important 
secondary concern. The schools and 
churches, the recreational and cultural in- 
stitutions, the kind of baseball and foot- 
ball, the plays and circuses and the other 
entertainment that you'll have here, are 
affected by — and will depend directly 
upon — the Dallas business community. 
To say that our total community environ- 
ment hinges upon the business future of 
Dallas is not an over-simplification. 


Of course, there are many things which 
will determine Dallas’ business future. But 
one of the basic things that Mayor Thorn- 
ton keeps talking about, and I keep think- 
ing about and talking about all the time, 
is the kind of people who live here: their 
attitudes toward their lives, their busi- 
nesses and the progress of the community. 
Those attitudes will be reflected in the 
products and services that Dallas sells, the 
way we sell them, and the markets in 
which we sell them. They will be reflected 
in the quality of local government. They 
will be reflected in all the elements that 
enter into our business climate and our 
total community environment. 

Now, we’ve been blessed here, through- 
out our history, with citizens whose dreams 
and foresight and work transformed a 
North Texas village, un-endowed with any 
special natural advantages, into one of 
America’s great metropolitan centers. And 
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our future depends entirely, I think, on 
our adherence to the same standards of 
citizenship, whether they be individual or 
corporate, as those which we have had 
as our heritage from the men who went 
before. 

Dallasites have been alert and progres- 
sive in their capture of opportunities for 
trade and service, first with the local area, 
then in the whole Southwest, and more 
recently, with the nation and with the 
world. They have been ingenious and ag- 
gressive in extending the market area for 
Dallas products and services in ever- 
widening circles — creating the distribu- 
tion center, the banking center, the insur- 
ance center, the manufacturing center, the 
management and business services center 
which constitute the diversified and dy- 
namic Dallas we know today.

We've become not just a large city 
in Central Texas, but an internation- 
ally-known center of the United 
States, endowed with a certain quality 
of leadership, a certain spark that 
gets things done in a way that is 
unique. 


But no matter how alert and progressive 
the people of Dallas have been, the eco- 
nomic progress which we have achieved 
would have been impossible if this com- 
munity had not had the ability to deter- 
mine which business tools it needed, and 
if it had not had the perseverance and 
tenacity to acquire those tools and 
constantly improve their quality and 
usefulness. 

In short, the chief advantage of Dallas 
is its peopie, but the principal asset of our 
business community — which attracts the 
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people to Dallas, and keeps them here — 
is to be found in the tools which Dallas 
has created or acquired in order to carry 
on broad-scale business activities from an 
inland location which has not been en- 
dowed with any natural advantage except 
the vision and willpower of its people. 

Now, what are these tools which we 
have created or acquired? 


They are almost countless — business 
techniques of all kinds: laboratories and 
research centers, advertising media, de- 
vices for automation, and too many others 
to name them all. But first and foremost 
among all the tools of Dallas business are 
transportation and communications. In 
my judgment, transportation and commu- 
nications are the tools which are of greatest 
importance to our business life today, and 
which will be the very keystone of Dallas’ 
business future. 


The history of Dallas illuminates the 
role of transportation as the tool which 
has been most effective in transforming 
Dallas from the trading post of 1841 into 
the metropolitan center of 1960. As you 
know, Dallas began as a river ferry on 
the wagon trails into the West; and we’ve 
worked to improve our transportation 
services ever since. Dallas businessmen of 
a century ago recognized the need for 
stagecoach service and worked hard to 
bring it here. They worked hard to bring 
in the stagecoaches; then they worked 
even harder, a few decades later, to bring 
in the railroads which had not even 
planned to serve Dallas. Each new trans- 
portation service broadened Dallas’ busi- 
ness horizons, and enabled it to sell its 
goods and services in a wider market 
area. And each fresh stimulus creates in 





Dallas a greater demand for the trans- 
portation services which move goods and 
people between our city and the other 
communities of the region and the nation. 

That has been our basic growth cycle. 
Availability of transportation permitted 
us to expand our business activity, which, 
in turn, generated additional traffic and 
created the demand for more transporta- 
tion services. 


This basic growth cycle has continued 
unabated right down to this very day. Look 
at some recent history on that. Five years 
ago, the Santa Fe system decided that 
Dallas was such a good transportation 
market that it was justified in building 49 
miles of new railroad to give Dallas a 
mainline connection with Chicago. Within 
the last three years, Dallas has won desig- 
nation on six spokes of the Interstate and 
Defense Highway system, more than any 
other city in Texas and as many as any 
other city in the country except Indianap- 
olis. And it is hardly necessary to remind 
you that from the very beginning of air 
transportation, Dallas has been one of the 
best customers of the airlines — and that 
the business which Dallas generates for 
the airlines today supports an air service 
pattern which is a great competitive busi- 
ness advantage for Dallas. 


I’m not sure whether you really have 
thought about that, but in a minute I’m 
going to get down to talking about my own 
company. It makes an example of what a 
company needs in the way of air transport, 
and what it must have to grow and to do 
some things in the community that make 
it feel it has an important share in building 
the community and returning to it some 
dividends on those things which the com- 





munity has made possible for it to 
accomplish. 

I said a moment ago that in my judg- 
ment transportation will be the very 
keystone of Dallas’ business future. The 
salesman with the bundle of goods or serv- 
ices, and the customer with the need for 
those goods and services, and with the 
money to pay for them, are of little use 
to each other or to their respective com- 
munities unless they can get together to 
close the sale, and unless the goods and 
services ordered can be delivered economi- 
cally and on time. Now, we haven't built 
this great community by taking in each 
other’s washing, but primarily by selling 
and servicing an ever-widening market 
area. This question of transportation is of 
paramount importance to Dallas. 


Our very survival — let alone our 
continued progress — depends upon 
retaining and expanding the transpor- 
tation advantages which our traffic 
has developed for this city. I'd like to 
emphasize that line: our very survi- 
val, let alone our continued progress, 
hinges on our retention and expansion 
of transportation advantages. 


Dallas lives by the continuous inter- 
change of people and goods, and by con- 
tinuous cOmmunication with its sister 
communities in the Southwest, with other 
national business centers — and today — 
with other world centers. The real key- 
stone in our business progress to date has 
been the availability, quality and cost of 
transportation. To an even greater extent, 
if that be possible, it will be the keystone 


in our future.

Initial Decision in Transcontinental Air 
Service Case Marks Significant Milestone

A significant milestone in Dallas’ busi- 
ness progress was the release last month 
of Examiner Edward T. Stodola’s Initial 
Decision in the Southern Transcontinen- 
tal Air Service Case. 


The Initial Decision made findings of 
public convenience and necessity require- 
ments for: 


1. Competitive air service between 
Dallas and major centers in both the 
Southeast and the West. 


In the Southeast: competitive authori- 
zations in the Dallas-Atlanta, Birming- 
ham, Jackson, Miss., New Orleans and 
Shreveport markets. (Each of two air- 
lines would have NON-STOP rights 
between Dallas and each of these 
cities). 


In the West: competitive authoriza- 
tions in the Dallas-Albuquerque, Phoe- 
nix, Tucson, Las Vegas, San Diego, 
Los Angeles-Long Beach and San 
Francisco-Oakland markets. (Again, 
each of two or more airlines would 
have NON-STOP rights between Dal- 
las and each of these cities.) 


2. First direct single-carrier services 
(non-stop rights) between Dallas and 
Tampa-St. Petersburg-Clearwater and 
Miami-Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, and Las 
Vegas, Nevada. In the case of the Dallas- 
Las Vegas market, the Initial Decision 
recommends not one but two direct 
single-carrier authorizations. 

Dallas can also find cause for satisfac- 
tion in Examiner Stodola’s language, 
which 


Examiner Stodola Comments on Four Texas Cities 





Fort Worth: 


“The economy of a community as diversified 
and as complex as Dallas is difficult to assess 
with brevity ... Dallas has become one of the 
nation’s top markets for scheduled air service, 
thus reflecting the community’s unusual de- 
pendence on air transportation . . . Dallas’ pivo- 
tal importance in this proceeding is emphasized 
by the fact that no other airline station between 
the southeastern terminals in Florida and Geor- 
gia and the California terminals equals Dallas 
as a generator of air traffic... The future of 
Dallas is largely tied up with the kind of trunk- 
line air service it will have to serve its needs. 
The record in this proceeding demonstrates that 
Dallas needs additional air service to the West 
Coast via various intermediate cities; that Dal- 
las needs additional and improved service to 
Florida and Georgia via various intermediate 
points; and, that Dallas, because of its standing 
as a generator of air traffic and the nature of its 
air travel demands, needs to be certificated as 
an intermediate point on any single-carrier 
southern transcontinental route found to be re- 
quired by the public convenience and necessity 
in this case.” 


“Fort Worth needs improved air service to the 
West Coast, as well as to points in the South- 
east, including Atlanta, Miami and the Orlando 
area. Fort Worth enjoys a strong community of 
interest with San Diego. Convair has a sister 
plant in San Diego, and the Fort Worth plant of 
the company exchanges a great number of air 
passengers with the installation at San Diego. 
Not only do such passengers travel between San 


Houston: 


San Antonio: 


Diego and Fort Worth, but beyond Fort Worth 
eastward to defense installations in Florida.” 


“Despite its rapid growth and economic strength 
and its significant increase in population size, 
which is often accompanied by a similar growth 
in air travel, Houston has experienced a less 
rapid expansion of its air traffic since the year 
1950 than 63 of the top 100 air markets in the 
country. To the extent that Houston’s air traffic 
has not been reasonably well developed in re- 
cent years, this undevelopment is due in part to 
Houston’s geographic location, in part to 
the city’s failure to respond as fully as it might 
to the improved service it has been afforded in 
recent years, and in further and more impor- 
tant part to the city’s lack of one-carrier and 
competitive service to many of the points with 
which Houston has a strong community of in- 
terest, particularly on the West Coast.” 


“The record leaves no doubt of the need for 
one-carrier air service from San Antonio to 
points in Florida and Georgia, on the one hand, 
and California and Arizona, on the other, in 
the interest of national defense... this city is 
almost entirely dependent on air transportation 
because there is only one passenger train each 
day eastward and but one westward. San An- 
tonio’s minimum requirements in this proceed- 
ing are for improved service to both Georgia 
and Florida areas in the east and to the San 
Diego, Los Angeles and San Francisco areas in 
the wes ” - 
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Re-emphasizes the urgent public in- 
terest requirements for competition be- 
tween Dallas and the Western cities, the 
authorization of which has been de- 
layed for more than two years by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board’s deferral of 
decision in the Dallas to the West Case; 


Clearly recognizes the dependence of 
Dallas business upon air transporta- 
tion; and, 

Points up the pivotal importance of 
Dallas in construction of any sound 
air service pattern across the southern 
sections of the United States. 


It would be foolish, of course, for Dal- 
las to count its chickens before they hatch. 
And these “chickens” won’t hatch until 
the five members of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board have taken their final action in the 
case—adopting, rejecting, or modifying 
Examiner Stodola’s findings. 

However, it is reasonable to believe 
that the Board’s final decision will con- 
firm the Examiner’s findings of public in- 
terest requirements for the new, addi- 
tional and improved air services at Dal- 
las. As the Examiner points out in his 
Initial Decision, 


“Every single party to this proceeding 
has CONCEDED the need for im- 


proved service between Florida and 
California, between Atlanta-Birming- 
ham and California, between Texas and 
California, and between Texas and the 
Southeast...” (Initial Decision, pages 
143-144; emphasis added.) 


The Examiner notes that there were dif- 
ferences among the air carrier parties as 
to the exact service improvements for 
which they CONCEDED a need but they 
all admitted new authorizations are re- 
quired within these markets (e.g., Ameri- 
can conceded the requirement for com- 
petition in the Dallas-West markets, but 
Delta would not admit the need for com- 
petition in its Dallas-New Orleans and 
Atlanta markets, National would not ad- 
mit a need for competition in its Houston- 
Miami market, etc.) In the face of an 
Initial Decision which carefully points up 
the compelling evidence of record in this 
case, it is difficult to believe that the Board 
would fail to make the service authoriza- 
tions which have been found to be re- 
quired by the public convenience and 
necessity, 

Particularly gratifying to Dallas are 
Examiner Stodola’s findings with regard 
to the Dallas-West service requirements. 
The CAB instituted the Dallas to the West 


Air Service proceeding in 1956, upon 
the application of the City of Dallas and 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce. Associate 
Chief Examiner Thomas L. Wrenn heard 
the case in 1957. He issued his Initial De- 
cision on March 10, 1958, finding public 
convenience and necessity requirements 
for all of the air service authorizations 
which Dallas had requested. After excep- 
tions had been filed and oral argument 
had been held, the Board in July 1958 
voted, 3 to 2, to defer decision on the 
long-haul issues (regarding service be- 
tween Dallas and points in Nevada, Ari- 
zona and California), and to consolidate 
them for decision in the newly instituted 
Southern Transcontinental case. Now, 
two years later, Examiner Stodola’s Initial 
Decision states: 


“For the purposes of these findings, 
the conclusions of Examiner Wrenn re- 
garding the need for additional long- 
haul service between Dallas and the 
West Coast are hereby adopted.” (p. 
89) 

and 

“... reference is hereby made to the 
findings of the Initial Decision of 
Thomas L. Wrenn, Associate Chief Ex- 
aminer, Dallas to the West Service 


Major Southern U.S. Airline Routes As Proposed In Initial 


Decision Southern Transcontinental Case 
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Case, Docket 7597 et al. On the issue 
of need for better service, THOSE 
FINDINGS ESTABLISH BEYOND 
PERADVENTURE OF DOUBT that 
additional trunkline service is required 
between Dallas and the California 
points of San Diego, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco/Oakland via the cities 
of Fort Worth, Lubbock, Albuquerque, 
Phoenix and Las Vegas. Indeed, the 
more recent record in these consoli- 
dated proceedings serves but TO RE- 
INFORCE THE URGENT NEED 
FOR COMPETITIVE SERVICE ON 
THE DALLAS TO CALIFORNIA 
SEGMENT, the route which is the lead- 
ing generator of air traffic in the entire 
southern continental tier of states.” (pp. 
169-170; emphasis added) 


With the filing of exceptions to the 
Initial Decisions, the issues are automati- 
cally placed before the five members of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board for a final 
decision. Briefs in support of or opposi- 
tion to the exceptions must be submitted 
on August 26. Oral argument will be 
scheduled, perhaps in September, giving 
each party a brief opportunity to state 
his position to the members of the Board. 
The Board’s decision may well be re- 
leased before the end of the year. 

Even after the final decision is issued, 
it will be months before the new services 
which it authorizes can be inaugurated. 
A period will be allowed for various 
parties to file petitions for reconsideration, 
and for the Board to act upon those peti- 
tions. Also, there is always the possibility 
that one or more of the disappointed air 
carrier applicants might make a legal ap- 
peal, asking the Federal court to review 
the CAB’s action. 

Dallas’ interests in the complex route 
proceeding have been represented by the 
City of Dallas and the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce. The Chamber’s steff and the 
Aviation Department of the City govern- 
ment developed the ecnomic data used in 
Dallas’ case. Technical data relating to 
Dallas’ air service requirements were de- 
veloped by Dallas’ transportation con- 
sultants, James C. Buckley, Inc. In keep- 
ing with Dallas’ long-established policy, 
the requests for new, improved and addi- 
tional services were based squarely upon 
the Dallas-generated air traffic which was 
demonstrably available. to support the 
services; and upon measurement of the 
available traffic against reasonable yard- 
sticks for each type of service requested. 

Twenty-five Dallas business men who 
could speak authoritatively regarding one 
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Proposed Additional Services 


or more of the services Dallas was re- 
questing were witnesses at the Exami- 
ner’s hearing, in addition to five technical 
witnesses who supported the Dallas ex- 
hibits. Dallas presented its case before the 
Examiner at the Houston session of the 
hearing in May 1959. Dallas was repre- 
sented by counsel throughout the hearing, 
which continued until October 21, 1959, 
with subsequent sessions_in Los Angeles, 
Miami and Washington. 


Many people must share in the credit 
for the case Dallas has presented in this 


proceeding, and it is impossible to name 


them all. The roster of Dallas’ impressive 
witnesses is set forth on page 65. Particu- 
larly effective was the personal interest 
of Herbert L. Nichols, Chairman of the 
Aviation Committee, who gave the time 
to sit in, at his own expense, at sessions 
of the Examiner’s hearing at both Hous- 





ton and Washington. Also particularly 
important was the work of a special sub- 
committee of the Aviation Committee 
under chairmanship of W. R. Hawn which 
directed the recruitment of Dallas’ busi- 
ness witnesses. Certainly, Dallas’ partici- 
pation in the Southern Transcontinental 
Route Case must be ranked among the 
major civic efforts in the community’s 
history. 

Consistent with long-established policy, 
Dallas built its case solely upon the air 
service authorizations required, without 
any reference as to which of the air car- 
rier applicants should be chosen to pro- 
vide the services. 

Nine airlines were applicants for routes 
related to all or part of the air service re- 
quirements which Dallas had specified. 

Examiner Stodola’s Initial Decision rec- 
ommended four carrier applicants to share 
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in the new route awards designed to serve 
Dallas’ requirements. He proposed route 
awards as follows: 


Braniff: A new route from Fort 
Worth to Miami, which 
would give Braniff authority 
to operate non-stop between 
Dallas and New Orleans, 
Tampa, St. Petersburg-Clear- 
water and Miami/Fort Lau- 
derdale. 


Delta: A route extension, from the 
present western terminal at 
Fort Worth, to Los Angeles/ 
Long Beach and San Fran- 
cisco/Oakland, which would 
give Delta authority for non- 
stop service between Dallas 
and Lubbock, Albuquerque, 
Las Vegas, Tucson, Phoenix 
and San Diego, as well as 
with Los Angeles or Long 
Beach and San Francisco or 
Oakland. 


Eastern: A route extension from At- 
lanta to San Antonio, which 
would give Eastern non-stop 
authority between Dallas and 
Atlanta, Birmingham, Jack- 
son, Shreveport and San An- 
tonio. 


National: A route from San Francisco/ 
Oakland which would give 
National non-stop authority 
between Dallas and Lubbock, 
Albuquerque, Las Vegas, and 
San Francisco or Oakland; 
and which would also per- 
mit National to give Dallas 
single-plane schedules with a 
mandatory stop at Houston 
(but restricted against the 
carriage of Dallas-Houston 
passengers) to serve cities on 
sae) © its present Houston-Florida 
route, including New Or- 
leans, Mobile, Pensacola, 
Tallahasse, Jacksonville, 
Tampa, Orlando and Miami. 


If the Board’s final decision approves 
this alignment of carriers and routings, it 
would mean the entry of two new airlines 
—Eastern and National—at Dallas. No 
trunkline has been authorized to enter the 
Dallas market since the Congress enacted 
the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938. In the 
22 years since passage of the Act, the 
trunkline air service pattern at Dallas has 
been restricted to the three “grandfather” 
carriers—American, Braniff and Delta— 
although each of these have received ex-

Last May a few supervisors and fore- 
men were gathered in a corner of a meet- 
ing room discussing some of the personal 
problems arising from a normal day’s 
work. One of the individuals was com- 
menting on the wealth of information and 
knowledge he had gained by voluntarily 
attending the club meetings. Some of the 
men in the group, however, felt the fellow 
should not concern himself too much 
about increasing his skills and education. 

“When you get too old to learn, you've 
had it,” the man commented. “/’m not 
ready to quit and I still feel I have a lot 
to learn.” 

These men, plus some 50 more, were 
gathered at the downtown branch of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, at- 
tending a regular dinner meeting of the 
Dallas Industrial Management Club. 
Around the table could be found such in- 
dustrial leaders as: plant superintendents, 
production managers, purchasing agents, 
supervisors of various departments, staff 
assistants to a variety of managers, fore- 
men of various jobs, personnel managers, 
and others. This group of job titles is fairly 
representative of those found in the Dallas 
IMC, 

The IMC has three principle phases to 
its program. The first phase deals with 
informal training of the lecture and dis- 
cussion type. The second phase covers 
formal training utilizing the Extension 
Service of Texas A & M College. These 
15 hour courses are broken down into 
three hour sessions lasting five nights, and 
the response towards this type training 
has been highly gratifying. The third 
phase deals with one day institutes cover- 
ing specific subjects. The institutes are de- 
signed primarily for first time line super- 
visors of business and industry. 

The Dallas Industrial Management 
Club is the only one of its kind in the 
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Both seminar discussions and formal training from Texas A & M College are available 
to members of The Dallas Industrial Management Club, sponsored by the YMCA. 


area. It is not in competition with other 
management clubs, which seek out differ- 
ent levels of supervisors than that of the 
IMC program. 

The club is operated exclusively by the 
membership, under the sponsorship of the 
YMCA and the guidance of the Top 
Management Advisory Committee. Mr. 
Russell Urquhart serves as executive sec- 
retary, coordinating its activities with the 
more than 221 clubs located throughout 
the United States. 


The objectives of the club are three- 
fold: (1) To keep its members in touch 
with the best thought on industrial man- 
agement and allied subjects. (2) To pro- 
vide opportunity for the exchange of ideas 
and discussion of industrial problems. 
(3) To build character and good will in 
industry by recognition of the human ele- 
ment and by promoting a program of 
mutual service, 

During the past year the club has had 
many able speakers delivering a broad 
series of topics. For example: L. K. Jonas, 
director of the Engineering Extension 
Service of Texas A & M College, spoke 
on “Psychological Factors Affecting Com- 
munications,” Tom Sewell, director of 
personnel with the Texas Power and Light 


Company, spoke on “Avoiding Pitfalls in 
Employee Supervision.” One of Dallas’ 
leading citizens and business men, Max 
Clampitt, president of Clampitt Paper 
Company, addressed the club members on 
“Enthusiasm,” and Dr. Arthur A. Smith, 
economist for the First National Bank in 
Dallas, spoke on the “Current Business 
Outlook.”

Louisiana operating some $1 million 
worth of large twin-engined, executive 
type aircraft. 


Brown Aero Corporation has expanded 
its facilities at Addison to offer Aero 
Commander and light-twin owners a com- 
pletely integrated service and maintnaence 
base. Their service includes air frame re- 
pair, major overhauls, 100-hour inspec- 
tions, hydraulic maintenance, engine serv- 
ice and maintenance and radio and elec- 
tronic sales and service. 


From a Cinderella airplane, the Aero 
Commander has also become one of the 
most popular executive-type planes in 
terms of sales in the Greater Dallas Area. 
Part of the impetus to this sales climb 
came about when the Aero Commander 
was selected as the President’s private 
plane for short distances after exhaustive 
tests by the Air Force and Secret Service. 


Another important Addison _installa- 
tion is the Alpha Corporation Air Modi- 
fication Center which occupies 35,000 
square feet of area devoted to offices, en- 
gineering facilities and radio, electrical 
and sheet metal shops. Alpha shops are 
equipped to handle all types of fabrication 
required in electronic modification of air- 
craft. Hangar areas are equipped for 
ground handling and support of large 
transport type aircraft. 

Formerly located at Redbird Airport, 
this Air Modification Center was estab- 
lished by Collins Radio Company in 1953 
to meet the demands of its military air- 
craft customers for skilled, complex and 
specialized airborne instrumentation. In 
1956, the Center had developed to become 
a complete and modern facility for the 
design and installation of airborne elec- 
tronics. Early in 1958, the Air Modifica- 


_ tion Center was moved to Addison Air- 
_ port. In 1959, when Alpha Corporation 
_ was formed as a wholly owned subsidiary 





of Collins Radio Company, many of the 
skilled personnel that had been on the 
staff of the Collins Systems Division joined 
the headquarters of the subsidiary in Rich- 
ardson. The Alpha Air Modification Cen- 
ter is an FAA—certified facility. 

Texas Instruments also maintains an 
Avionics Flight Branch at Addison, which 
is an advanced experimental facility. 

One of the most interesting aspects of 
Addison’s future is its proposed Indus- 
trial Park on 88 acres just west of the 
main runway. 

This and other developments promise 
continuing expansion of the Addison Air- 
port along with Dallas’ expansion as a 
business flying center.

Such use 
of caddy uniforms is still unique, since 
the only other major tournament in the 
nation that has used this system is the 
Augusta National.

Pierce also announced that field marshals 
from a score of Dallas and area country 
clubs would assist the Oak Cliff Country 
Club marshals in patrolling the course. 
The course marshals will be identified by 
red, Frank Buck-type hats, as well as arm 
bands.

Chamber Honors J. Ben Critz 
For Thirty Years of Service 


J. Ben Critz, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce, completed his thirtieth year 
in that position July 15. In two quiet cere- 
monies, he was honored for 30 years of 
service to Dallas by the people who have 
known him best during these three dec- 
ades—the living presidents of the Cham- 
ber and his friends on the Chamber staff. 

The 10 living presidents of the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce were hosts to Mr. 
Critz at a surprise luncheon. The lunch- 
eon was completely informal. A hand- 
some silver bowl was presented him, with 
this inscription: 

“In grateful appreciation for 30 years 
of devoted and effective service to the 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce and the 
City it represents. Presented by all the 
living presidents of the Chamber.” 


Signatures on the bowl were those of 
L. T. Potter, current Chamber president; 
J. Erik Jonsson, who served in 1957 and 
1958; W. W. Overton, Jr., 1956; Jerome 
K. Crossman, 1954-55; Ben Wooten, 
1952-53; D. A. Hulcy, 1947-49; B. F. 
McLain, 1943-46; Paul Carrington, 1941- 
42; R. L. Thornton, Sr., 1933-35, and T. 
E. Jackson, 1918-20. All were present at 
the luncheon except Mr. Overton, who 
was out of the city. " 


At an informal ceremony in the Board 
Room of the Chamber, held just after the 
luncheon, the Chamber staff presented 
Mr. Critz with a plaque, citing him as 
“Friend ... Counselor... Boss,” and a 
book containing a personal letter from 
each staff member recording “lasting af- 
fection and esteem.” 

Mr. Critz came to the Dallas Chamber 
in 1930 at the height of a successful Dal- 
las business career which had seen him 
become the youngest president of the 
Dallas Cotton Exchange in its history and 
serve as Mayor of Highland Park. 


The story of his taking over the Cham- 
ber leadership “on a temporary basis” at 
the insistence of the Board of Directors, 
on which he was serving at the time, is a 
Dallas legend. The Board asked Mr. 
Critz to serve “for a few months until we 
can get a permanent manager.” 

During his 30 years with the Dallas 
Chamber, he has helped build it into the 
world’s largest chamber of commerce in 
number of members and has guided the 
growth of the Dallas area from just over 
300,000 to more than a million persons. 

He has participated in bringing hun- 
dreds of new industries to Dallas, includ- 
ing such giants as North American Avia- 
tion, Chance Vought Aircraft, Continen- 
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tal Supply Company, International Har- 
vester, Collins Radio and many others. 

During the depression of the 1930's, 
with Mr. Critz as manager of the Dallas 
Chamber, Dallas came through as one of 
the nation’s least depleted cities. In 1931 
alone some $6 million in construction was 
done, and during the depression such 
building as Tower Petroleum, Davis 
Building Annex, Dallas Power & Light 
Company and Lone Star Gas Company 
were constructed in Dallas. 


Industrial development activities of the 
Chamber were also successfully increased 
to bring new firms into the city.

Now surface transportation will always 
be vitally important to Dallas, but I be- 
lieve air transportation will become, 
increasingly, the margin between Dallas 
in the role of just another big city or a 
truly great world center. The diversified 
and expansible nature of our economy 
makes it peculiarly responsive to air trans- 
portation. The further development of the 
kind of economy Dallas has today will 
depend primarily upon the air services 
available at Dallas. 


In my opinion, the most important 
factor in Dallas’ business future — 
perhaps sharing that position with my 
other great love, education — will 
be the continued aggressive develop- 
ment of a superior air service pattern, 
conveniently available to the Dallas 
air travelers and shippers. 


I'd like to read to you a statement by 
the Examiner, Mr. Stodola, in his Initial 
Decision in the Southern Transcontinental 
Case. This is just one of a series of cases 
we have been through. You all know some- 
thing about them. But I'd like to point 
out once more the kind of citizenship that 
will charter an airplane and go to Wash- 
ington, 40 or 50 strong, to let them know 
that here in Dallas we want what we earn 


in the way of an air transportation pat- | 


tern. In my judgment, we'll have it. 
Examiner Stodola said: 


“The future of Dallas is largely 
tied up with the kind of trunkline air 
service it will have to serve its needs.” 
He saw that pretty clearly from the 


testimony. There really wasn’t any way to 
miss it. 

But let’s examine the factual basis for 
my strong feelings on this. In our com- 
pany, Texas Instruments, we have just one

transportation conveniently available to it. 

I have been interested in the Business 
Travel Survey which the Chamber of 


Commerce has just made in preparation | 


for another air route proceeding. A total 
of 617 members answered the Chamber’s 
questionnaire regarding their air trans- 
portation expenditures. Those 617 firms 
reported that they spent more than $6,- 


900,000 last year for scheduled air trans- | 


portation. Of those 617 firms, 142 reported 
that they spent more than $5,000 each for 
air passenger transportation last year; nine 
of them spent more than $100,000 each, 


and eleven others spent between $50,000 | 


and $100,000 each. I assure you this isn’t 
all. When we’re asked to answer something 


like this Chamber of Commerce question- | 


naire, we do the best we can with it, but 
we don’t make a career of it. I assure you 


that these figures, if anything, are under- | 


stated. 
The impact of air transportation is 


further dramatized by the heterogenous | 


nature of Dallas’ largest airline customers. 
The ten largest users that participated in 
the survey were such companies as Collins 
Radio, Dr. Pepper, Chance Vought, Pol- 
lock Paper Company, Neiman-Marcus, 


Mobil Oil, Temco Aircraft, Delhi-Taylor | 
Oil, and Atlantic Refining. Now reflect if | 


you will on what would happen if airline 
services were no longer available to these 
companies in the pattern in which they 
are now using them, and you'll quickly 
realize that all of Dallas would be eco- 
nomically injured if these firms were un- 
able to depend on the transportation serv- 
ices around which their own operations 
revolve. At least partial, if not total, 
paralysis would result. 


Recently, a survey team for one of the 
international air carriers was in Dallas, 
considering the feasibility of a direct 
Dallas-London service. The team came out 
to talk with TI, because we have a plant 
near London, and we are one of the ob- 
vious potential customers for the service. 
A member of the team said:

“If we should establish this service, 
what kind of schedule would you 
want?” 

“A schedule that would let me 
leave the plant here at 4:30 p.m. and 
be in London in time to go to work 
at 8 o’clock the next morning,” was 
the answer that Mark Shepherd, vice 
president of our Semiconductor- 
Components Division, gave him. 


Now this is a changing world; something 
new has been added. Mark wasn’t kidding 
— when he travels between Dallas and 
London, he tries to work out just that tight 
a schedule, and I cite this incident to 
illustrate the way we use air service at TI 
and to indicate the greatly expanded air 
service pattern which Dallas must have if 
we are to continue our business progress 
in this community. I am talking now about 
the community, not TI alone. Similar 
things are happening to many others; you 
see the examples all around you almost 
every day. 

I don’t want to leave the impression 
that it’s only the big users that have a 
stake in this. We were a small user just 
a few years ago. We had a big stake then. 
and we still do. A Dallas lawyer’s airline 
bill may be only a fraction of the Pollock 
Paper or Delhi-Taylor expenditure for air 
services, yet the lawyer’s ability to move 
rapidly and efficiently between Dallas and 
other communities may be even more im- 
portant to his practice than the air serv- 
ices are to the big firm employing hun- 
dreds of people. Air service is an essential 
tool of Dallas business, whether it is in 
the hands of Neiman-Marcus or in the 
hands of a manufacturers’ agent whose 
livelihood depends upon how efficiently he 
can get around to calling on his customers 
throughout the Southwest. In short, the 
air service pattern at Dallas may be even 
more important to the businessman who 
is spending $5,000 per year with the air- 
lines than it is to the company spending 
a couple of hundred thousand dollars. 

Twice within the last ten years, the City 
of Dallas has contracted for comprehen- 
sive and objective surveys to get the facts 
about Dallas-generated air traffic. I want 
to mention that this, to me, is one of the 
signs that we are rational, solid people 
here. We don’t just build an airport in 
the nearest cornfield, or one that happens 
to be available or inexpensive. We look 
at what it is we need, what we are trying 
to do, and then make an attack on how 
the solutions to the problems can be ap- 
proached. That’s what your city’s been 
doing for you. 


The two surveys that we had made 
showed that 75% of the air trips orig- 
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movable interiors

So, right 
on the face of it, Dallas makes 50% 
greater use of air transportation for 
business reasons than the country as 
a whole does. 


Other data reaffirm and emphasize this 
fact. The 1960 Census shows that approxi- 
mately 1 out of every 165 persons in the 
United States now resides in the 4-county 
Dallas Standard Metropolitan Area. But 
for the last 10 years, Dallas has consis- 
tently generated at least: 


2 out of every 100 enplaned air pas- 
sengers 

3 out of every 100 originating-termi- 

nating air passengers 

out of every 100 tons of enplaned 

air cargo 

and nearly 

3 out of every 100 tons of enplaned 
air mail

It is easy to see, therefore, that Dallas is 
far more dependent upon air service than 
the average community, because we use 
air service far more than the average 
community does. 

Equally important is the way in which 
Dallas uses air services. The fact that 75% 
of our air passenger volume is business 
travel means that the time element is 
tremendously important. 


On any given day, we haven’t just one 
or two TTers in the air, for example, but 
we have on the order of 17 people flying 
in and out of Dallas Love Field on an 
average day. Last year our people made 
4,174 air trips. The total cost, as far as 
we are concerned, can’t be measured in 
our checks to the airlines. The cost in- 
cludes the value of the employee time 
spent away from the job in performance 
of that business travel. Employee time 
involved in the use of air service at Love 
Field is our base. If the employee should 
have to use a more distant airport, then 
that element in our transportation costs 
would be increased accordingly. I can as- 
sure you that with our volume of travel, 
the increased cost of using, for example, 
the Fort Worth airport instead of the 
Dallas airport, would represent a really 
significant annual figure. 

But there’s more to it than just that 
dollar cost of the extra time, the extra cab 
or limousine fare, and whatever else is 
involved in use of a more distant airport. 
A lot of our people are pretty ambitious 
boys, and when they are assigned to go 

(Continued on next page) 
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somewhere and get a job done, they put 
in a day’s work for us and then leave to 
catch a plane at 4, 4:30, 5 or 5:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon, and then take a 3- or 4- 
hour jet flight, or an even longer one if 
they don’t have jet service. Then they get 


up in the morning and go about their busi- 
ness in some distant city. 


When a man does that for his 
company, he’s entitled to the best. 
He’s entitled to thoughtfulness on the 
part of his employer as to his con- 
venience, comfort and welfare on 
both ends of his trip. And it’s a darned 
discouraging thing when the man has 
to accept an unnecessary detour in his 
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air travels — when he has to detour 
to start his trip, or arrive in some 
other city on the return trip and de- 
tour back to the plant or his home. 


We think there’s a better way of doing 
it. 


The location of Love Field, and the 
pattern of air services available there, 
was definitely an important consideration 
in the location of our original plant on 
Lemmon Avenue. I don’t know whether 
many of you realize it, but that plant was 
put near the airport for a reason. When 
our growth required an entirely new site 
for further expansion, because the cost 
of the land there was just too high, the re- 
lationship to Dallas Love Field was one 
of the factors which influenced our selec- 
tion of the North Central Expressway 


acreage. You can still get to the airport 
from there in a hurry. 


In fact, if the airport through 
which we do our travel had been at 
Fort Worth instead of Dallas, our 
facilities might well have been located 
in another county, and those taxable 
values would have been lost to the 
City of Dallas and County of Dallas 
tax rolls. I have gathered from Mayor 
Bob that the addition of those values 


to the City of Dallas tax rolls was 
most welcome. 
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Other illustrations of the importance of 
airport location to our business future 
could be given but they are hardly 
necessary. In broad outline, the same facts 
apply to our banks and insurance com- 
panies, our trade marts and merchandise 
marts, and many other segments of the 
Dallas economy. 

One of the signs of our times is the 
increasing velocity in the turnover of 
money. How important this is to the banks 
is indicated by the fact that banks like 
the First and Republic and Mercantile 
have trucks that make many trips a day 
out to Love Field to gather in the mail 
and get it downtown to be sorted and 
worked, to get those checks out of there 
and get them cleared. It’s important 
money; that’s why they do it. And that’s 
just one more reason why it’s important 
that Love Field, close in, be just where 
it is. 

So, the inescapable fundamental fact is 
that from a purely business standpoint, 
Dallas could not use this effective tool of 
business as efficiently and as economically 
if the services were not available to us at 
Dallas Love Field. 


It’s that simple: If more and better 
air services are made available at 
Love Field as the Dallas economy re- 
quires them, Dallas will continue to 
grow and prosper. If these services 
are not available at the Dallas airline 
airport when they are needed, Dallas 
will suffer. It is obvious, therefore, 
that Dallas would also suffer if its air 
travelers and shippers were ever 
forced to go elsewhere for the air 
services required for Dallas’ business 
needs. 


An awareness of these facts has made 
me particularly anxious. that the Dallas 
airport’s facilities should be fully respon- 
sive, at all times, to the needs of the air- 
line industry. I had that interest long be- 
fore the Mayor asked me to serve on the

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Airport Advisory Committee, along with 
Chairman Elgin Robertson, Joe Geary, 
Walter Cousins and Dub Miller. The pur- 
pose of this talk is to put into proper per- 
spective the importance of air transporta- 
tion to Dallas’ business future. It is not 
to make a report on the work of the Air- 
port Advisory Committee. 

However, I think that, as citizens of 
this community, you will be interested in 
a few facts I can tell you about the Air- 
port Advisory Committee’s approach. 

First, the members of the Committee 
were in unanimous agreement that the de- 
cision to re-develop Love Field as Dallas’ 
permanent airline airport was made in 
1952; that the decision was a sound one 
from the standpoint of economics and of 
Dallas’ own best interests; and that the 
only question now is how best to proceed 
with the program for continued sound de- 
velopment of this community asset during 
the next ten years. 

All of us who use air transportation in 
any of its forms benefit daily from the 
ready availability of this outstanding air- 
port facility, and it is an asset we must 
retain as an essential part of that com- 
plete air service pattern which is truly the 
keystone of Dallas’ business future. From 
a secondary standpoint, we citizens and 
taxpayers are also interested in the fact 
that the capital improvements in Love 
Field now total more than $40 million, so, 
as stockholders, we have a genuine con- 
cern for this facility to be a really self- 
supporting public utility which provides 
the best possible service. 

Secondly, the Committee was unani- 
mously agreed that it’s only sound business 
practice to review the plans carefully be- 
fore we proceed with execution of the 
next phase of the Dallas Love Field Mas- 
ter Plan. Therefore, we recommended to 
the City Council that it order a careful 
study by independent consultants to deter- 
mine the exact location, length and other 
features of the parallel runway which is to 
be constructed at Love Field to keep it 
fully abreast of increasing demand. The 
Council accepted this recommendation, 
and the study now underway will involve 
a complete re-evaluation of the Master 
Plan for the airport so that we may adopt 
a sound program for the next ten years’ 
development of this facility so important 
to the business life of Dallas. 

Now, one phase of Dallas’ responsibility 
is this business of maintaining our airport 
on the proper basis. The other phase is 
the responsibility for progressive develop- 
ment of the air service pattern available 
at that airport. 
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The City of Dallas and the Chamber of 
Commerce continue to work jointly to fill 
the gaps in our air service pattern, and to 
secure the spur of competition in our ma- 
jor traffic markets in order to assure the 
quantity and quality of air service which 
are required and justified by Dallas-gen- 
erated air traffic. The Examiner’s recom- 
mendations in the Southern Transconti- 
nental Service Case, announced a couple 
of weeks ago, indicate that we are making 
progress. 

But we must remember that the air 
services we have today are available to 
us solely because of the air traffic which 


Dallas generates. It’s not luck; it’s not an 
accident. The new and additional services 
which Dallas seeks now, and will seek in 
the future, will be based upon the needs 
of, and support from, the air traffic which 
Dallas itself generates. And only by ob- 


taining this expanding pattern of air serv- 
ices will the Dallas business community 
be in position to take advantage of its 
broader opportunities tomorrow. 


At a Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce Board of Directors meeting 
last Fall, I stated that I am firmly 
convinced that the program to im- 
prove and expand our air transporta- 
tion services is the most important 
single effort that can be made for the 
business future of Dallas. 


We live in a city which, in my view, has 
before it unparalleled opportunities. When 
I first saw it in 1930, I felt I recognized 
those opportunities and I wanted to live 
here. I can see no diminution in opportun- 
ity here today. We have both individual 
and corporate citizens of incomparable 
quality. I know of no city in the United 


States to equal it. We have perfectly won- 
derful leadership. 

So, with new and unique problems, 
whatever they may be, we approach them 
and their solution, I think, in the same 
solid, sound manner that we have in the 
past. Our assets on the left side of the 
ledger so far exceed our liabilities that I 
haven’t the slightest fear for the business 
future of Dallas, which is so heavily de- 
pendent upon the Dallas air service pattern 
and upon Love Field as our permanent 
airline airport. We have the will. We have 
what it takes, whatever the problem or 
the challenge may be. 

I’m prepared in advance to be damned 
proud of the community that the next 
generation in our town will enjoy, be- 
cause I’ve seen the results this generation 
has gotten and I think they are pretty 
good.

Success hasn’t grounded Web Thomas 
— not quite. 

But if things keep going the way they 
have, it might. As matters stand, he’s a 
pilot who finds himself in the ironic posi- 
tion of being a flier who has little time to 
fly. 

At 33, he heads the rapidly-expanding 
Web Thomas Aircraft Sales, Inc. — and is 
one of the men who are forging Dallas’ 
position as the aircraft center of the South- 
west. 

There’s only one drawback. This young 
Missourian, who got his first taste of fly- 
ing 16 years ago, now finds himself 
spending most of his time behind a desk. 

“I’ve got customers who fly more than 
I do,” says Web. “I stay on the ground 
and keep them flying.” 

Web Thomas Aircraft is a young firm; 
it opened on January 1, 1958. Primarily 
an aircraft sales and service company, 
Web Thomas is the dealer for Piper Air- 
craft in Dallas and northeast Texas. His 
company also offers complete service fa- 
cilities — and was the first aircraft whole- 
saler in the area. In this capacity, Web 
buys and sells used planes. But the main 
emphasis is on the sale and factory-certi- 
fied service of the long established line of 
Piper Aircraft. 

The beginning wasn’t auspicious. The 
new company consisted of one man — 
Web Thomas. His capital amounted to 
$50. But to the new enterprise, Web 
brought a wealth of background that had 
been built up in nearly every phase of 
flying, except airline operations. 

In addition to its current headquarters 
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at Highland Park Airport, the company 
is Opening a new hangar at Addison Air- 
port. It will also have an office in the ter- 
minal building at Redbird Airport — and 
now has an entire flying field under lease 
at Palestine, in East Texas. 

From a one-man operation, it has grown 
to approximately 20 employees. But it’s 
probably the sales graphs that best tell 
the growth rate of Web Thomas Aircraft. 

In 1958, its aircraft sales volume 
amounted to $250,000. Last year, it to- 
talled $350,000 — and this year, all indi- 
cations are that it will jump to some 
$800,000. 

Part of the credit goes to the boom in 
business flying — a fantastic increase of 
600% since 1946. But most of it belongs 
to Web himself. 

He has been almost totally immersed 
in one phase of flying or another since 
1944, when he first went up as a college 
freshman at Jefferson City, Missouri. 

“I guess it was the first thing that ever 
really impressed me,” says Web. “From 
then on, I was hooked.” 

Web wrangled himself a job as a part- 
time line boy at the airport — refueling 
and cleaning up transient planes. The ten 
dollars a week that he earned went to 
pay for flying lessons. 

During a stint in the Air Force, he 
worked as a crew chief, in flight operation 
and as a flight engineer. Web even bought 
an old surplus trainer — and learned to 
fly it, at considerable risk to himself and 
the populace. 

Out of the service, he returned to Mis- 
souri and civilian flying, as a crop duster.

That fall after spraying season was over, 
Web decided on what had been pretty ob- 
vious all along — that for him the future 
lay in aviation. He enrolled in the School 
of Air Transportation at Purdue Univer- 
sity — working part-time in aircraft sales 
and spraying. 

After leaving Purdue, Web became an 
airport operator at Fort Scott, Kansas. The 
operation was a varied one — charter serv- 
ice, flight instruction, aerial advertising, 
freight, crop spraying — anything. He also 
traded in planes. This led to an offer: the 
sales managership of Dal-Tex Aviation in 
Dallas. 

Web remained at Dal-Tex four and a 
half years, helping build it into Cessna 
Aircraft’s largest dealership. 


Since the formation of his own com- 
pany, Web is well on his way toward realiz- 
ing another ambition — building the 
largest Piper dealership in the Southwest.

a in BUSINESS

A slight, charming Dallas grandmother 
plays a big part in bringing fugitive bad- 
men back to face Texas justice. 

Granted, it takes the brains and brawn 
of veteran lawmen to track down and take 
an on-the-lam lawbreaker into custody. 


But it also takes the due process of law 
— extradition —to return the fleeing 
felon to the scene of his crimes. 

That’s where Mrs. Ann Turner, execu- 
tive secretary to Sheriff Bill Decker, 
comes in. 


Mrs. Turner crosses the t’s, dots the i’s 
and minds the legal p’s and q’s in the legal 
process that goes out from Dallas County 
in extradition cases. 

And with Ann’s sharp scrutiny, it’s 
unlikely that a fugitive can long stall the 
long ride back to Texas because of a legal 
technicality in the papers. 

Sheriff Decker, who doesn’t indulge in 
undeserved praise, says flatly, “she is an 
expert in her field, the mechanics of pre- 
paring and supervising the process re- 
quired to return prisoners from other 
states.” 

And Dist. Atty. Henry Wade once told 
her that he often gets compliments from 
out-of-state authorities on the good shape 
that extradition papers from Dallas 
County arrive in their courts. 

“Ann has them believing we've got a 
bunch of great extradition lawyers down 
here,” Wade says with a grin. 

The extradition work is just a part, 
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however, of her overall duties, including, 
of course, the standard secretarial and girl- 
Friday chores for Sheriff Decker. 

They have worked together for a long 
time, under Sheriff Smoot Schmid before 
Decker was elected in 1949. 

Theirs is one of the unique boss-secre- 
tary relationships in Dallas County. 

Decker frequently plays the role of the 
hard-boiled boss, and Mrs. Turner usually 
fires back with plenty of spirit. 

Under it all, though, there is a mutual 
current of good-natured respect and fierce 
loyalty. 

She says she is largely self-educated. 
After a secretarial course at the old Tyler 
Commercial College, she worked for in- 
suranceman O. Sam Cummings, later for 
Dean Chalmers at St. Matthews Cathedral. 

She did a tour of secretarial and clerical 
duty at the Texas Bitulithic Company, and 
worked as a legal secretary. 

Meanwhile, she was raising two sons 
alone. The boys, Rowe and Battle Turner, 
now are partners in the Turner Hardware 
Company in the Preston Royal Shopping 
Village. 

The Depression found Ann making 
extra money for her growing family as a 
shorthand reporter for conventions visiting 
in Dallas. 

Then, in 1932, a friend recommended 
her to Sheriff-elect Schmid. She was asked 
to go see him about the job. 

“I told them that I would when I could 
get the time,” she recalled. 
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Mrs. Ann Turner 


She did find time, was duly hired and 
went to work in the sheriff's office as of 
Jan. 1, 1933. 

For several years she was secretary to 
both Schmid and his chief deputy, a young 
lawman named Bill Decker. 

She stayed with the sheriff’s office until 
Dec. 31, 1946, then went to work for Dist. 
Clerk Bill Shaw. She later worked for 
County Judge Lew Sterrett, then a justice 
of the peace. 

She has worked for Sheriff Decker since 
his election. 

She once tried her hand at writing 
poetry and did some articles on the work 
of legal secretaries for businesswomen’s 
publications. 

She is proud of the garden at her home, 
3718 Cortez in Walnut Hills and is the 
proud grandmother of four young Turn- 
ers, two boys and two girls. 

She is a member of the Churchill Way 
Presbyterian Church and the Business & 
Professional Women’s Club. 

Last October, the club named her a 
“woman of distinction,” citing her as a 
successful mother and businesswoman. 

How does she feel about her job? 

“I have found it interesting,” she says, 
“to become a cog in the law enforcement 
machinery that was designed to protect 
organized society from those who prey 
upon it. 

How does her boss, Sheriff Decker feel 
about his executive secretary? 

“Ann’s a great gal,” he says.

Today, 
the firm is headed by Frank E. Rigney, president; Louis Whiting, Vice- 
President and Frank N. Boyd, secretary-treasurer. The original site at 
2101 Elm still serves as the location of the present store which is the 
oldest retail furniture store in Dallas.

Recommended without qualification are 
two new books on military philosophy. 
Alihough differing widely in siyle and ap- 
pro.ch, these works can profitably be read 
tozether. 

The Edge of the Sword by Charles de 
G_ulle is the personal philosophy of a 
man of destiny. Written in 1932 and now 
translated, it examines leadership, prestige, 
and authority. In five essays, “The Cond:ict 
of War,” “Of Characier,” “Of Prestige,” 
“Of Doctrine,” “Of Politics and the Sol- 
dier,” de Gaulle reinforces his views on 
war, politics, and greatness with historical 
examples. Etched on every page is the 
fighting spirit of a man who cannot be 
disregarded.
